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THE SENATE VOTES 
FOR BIMETALLISM 


MEMBERS PASS 
THE CONFER­ 
ENCE BILL. 


Almost Uninimous For the Measure— 
International Representatives 1A ill 
Gather to Discuss the Financial 
Question—Exciting Scene In the 
House. 
W ashington, Jan. 30.—By the deci­ 
sive vote of 46 to 4 the senate Friday 
passed the bill for the appointment of 
commissioners 
to 
an 
international 
money conference. The closing of the 
debate brought out 
several 
notable 
speeches and disclosed that little op­ 
position existed against the bill, the 
only division being as to the expedi­ 
ency of seeking bimetallism through 
international agreement. 
As voicing 
the general view on the Democratic 
side of the chamber, Mr. Jones and Mr. 
Gorman favored the adoption of the 
measure exactly as Republican sena­ 
tors desired, in order that the respon­ 
sibility might be theirs. 
Mr. Hoar’s 
speech attracted attention and was one 
of the most noteworthy utterances of 
the veteran senator made in recent 
days. He spoke of his observations in

Barrett 
(Mass.) exchanged 
broadsides. 
Mr. 
Barrett was particularly severe in his 
criticisms, charging that a stock-job­ 
bing operation was behind the meas­ 
ure. 
This drew from Mr. Powers a 
reply in which he charged that Boston 
was the home of the railroad wreckers, 
and with keen satire ridiculed the 
Massachusetts member and continued 
that perhaps he was “interested” in 
his opposition. 
Mr. Barrett, in responding, was very 
vicious, not only denying absolutely 
any interest in the bill, but scoring 
!5lr. Powers, who, he said, was on the 
supreme bench of Vermont when the 
Central 
railroad 
of that state 
was 
‘wrecked under its decree.” 
Mr. Powers explained the nature of 
the agreement reached by the confer­ 
ees. 
One of the 
provisions of 
the 
report which was combated was that 
providing for an issue of stock by the 
new company to the amount of the 
funded debt unpaid at the time of fore­ 
closure, and limiting it to $100,000,000. 
W ith regard to the house amendment 
requiring that as a condition precedent 
to 
reorganization 
the 
purchasers 
should relinquish in writing all claims 
to land granted to the Atlantic & Pa­ 
cific road, and unearned July 6, 1886, 
which the 
conferees abandoned, Mr. 
Powers said that the question as to 
the forfeiture of land grants was now

pressed the conviction that the four 
great nations—the United States, Great 
Britain, France and 
Germany—were 
fast and inevitably tending toward a 
bimetallic agreement. 
Mr. Vilas characterized the bill as 
vicious and misleading. It was wholly 
illusory, 
perhaps 
deceitful, 
in the 
promise it held out. 
Mr. Stewart congratulated Mr. Vilas 
upon his conclusions, saying he, too, 
had long seen the futility of interna­ 
tional conferences. 
Mr. Pettigrew (S. D<) said he would 
merely record his protest against the 
bill. 
He believed the United States 
should act alone, and that wTe should 
no longer be suppliants at the feet of 
European nations, w ho were our cred­ 
itors. 
Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.), while ridicul­ 
ing the bill and declaring that the con­ 
ference was doomed to be a contempt­ 
ible farce, said he would not seek to 
defeat it. 
In the course of the debate Mr! Jones 
(Ark.) said he believed in allowing the 
friends of the bill to shape it in their 
own way. 
He desired them to have 
complete opportunity to try the plan 
for an international conference. He be­ 
lieved it w’ould fail, and yet there were 
many 
earnest 
friends 
of 
silver 
who 
believed 
the 
plan 
would 
succeed. 
The 
last 
election 
had 
shown that the sentiment was al­ 
most universal for bimetallism, the 
only division being as to the method of 
bringing it about. If it came through 
an international agreement he would 
accept it gladly. 
Mr. Gallinger (Rep., N. H.) earnestly 
supported the bill. 
Mr. Blanchard (Dem., La.) said he 
would vote for the bill as a step to­ 
ward bimetallism, although he favored 
a distinct American system. 
Mr. W hite (Dem., Cal.) declared that 
while the bill would prove abortive, yet 
its Republican friend^ should be left 
untrammeled to make the effort they 
desired. 
Mr. Allison (Rep., Iowa) urged that 
the believers in stable money felt it 
wise to see whether or not other com­ 
mercial nations would unite with us in 
bringing the money metals into closer 
relation, and thus test whether the 
metals could circulate on the agreed 
ratio, side by side. Mr. Allison assert­ 
ed that each international conference 
had materially advanced the concurrent 
use of gold and 
silver. 
Outside of 
Great Britain and the Scandinavian 
states, Europe was favorable to bimet­ 
allism, although the attitude of Ger­ 
many was shifting and uncertain. Mr. 
Gorman said the American people fa­ 
vored bimetallism, and would not much 
longer submit to methods which did 
not bring definite results in that direc­ 
tion. 
The first vote was on the Cannon sub­ 
stitute, making action by the president 
imperative 
within ninety days from 
March 4. Mr. Chandler moved to table 
the substitute, which motion, on a roll 
call, prevailed, yeas 41, nays 8. 
The amendment of Mr. Bacon add­ 
ing a new section distinctly authorizing 
the president to call 
the conference 
was agreed to. The bill thus amended 
was then put on its final passage. The 
call was followed with keen interest. 
It resulted yeas 46, nays 4, as follows:

First Month Show* a Record of Real 
Gain In Trade—Iron Plant* and 
Woolen 
Mill* 
Start 
Up— The 
Spirit Of Activity Generally Pre­ 
vailing. 


New York, Jan. 30.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“January has been a month of disap­ 
pointment, but oT real gain. W heat has 
declined, cotton 
has 
scarcely 
risen 
enough to pay brokerage, wool holds 
steady, in spite of generous buying, 
woolen goods hardly change in prices, 
iron and its products decline, feather 
is sluggish, hides are lower, as some 
shoe manufacturers accept a shade 
lower prices, the average of railroad 
stocks is slightly lower than it was 
Dec. 31, and the advance in trust stocks 
has been small. 
rr'> traders in such 
properties the month has been disap­ 
pointing. 
“Yet during the last week the record 
shows that ten iron works have start­ 
ed, and only two have stopped; thir­ 
teen woolen works have started, and 
nine more are about 
ready to start, 
while three 
have 
stopped. 
Similar 
things are seen in other industries, and 
the additional establishments are not 
starting without some incerase in or­ 
ders received. 
“The decline in wheat was over 6 
cents, in spite of an official report of ^ 
a yield far below the estimates gen­ 
erally accepted. This reflects a percep­ 
tion of the error of the report, and also 
of the influence of the enormous ex­ 
ports of corn, instead of wheat, which 
were 
80,000,000 
bushels 
in 
seven 
months. 
When two bushels of corn 
can be had for less than one bushel of 
wheat it is largely preferred in Euro­ 
pean markets. 
As the great crop of 
corn 
prevents much advance in its 
price, its outgo affects the demand for 
wheat, and a heavy liquidation of spec­ 
ulation has occurred, with the price of 
corn scarcely changing. 
“Iron and steel show little gain, as 
production has increased heavily be­ 
fore, and the gradual enlargement of 
demand for finished products has not 
overtaken that increase. Tin and cop­ 
per are a shade stronger, but competi­ 
tion causes sales of tin plates IO to 15 
cents below the agreed price. 
“The failures for the week have been 
331 in the United States, against 404 
last year, and 57 in Canada, against 70 
last year.”

Bills for Laboring Men. 
Lansing, Mich., Jan. 30.—The anti­ 
convict contract labor bill which has 
been prepared by the State Federation 
of Labor has made its appearance. It 
prohibits all contracts, prevents the use 
of any machinery except that propelled 
by foot or hand, provides that the num­ 
ber of convicts at any trade shall not 
exceed one-twentieth the number 
of 
free citizens of the state employed in 
the same trade, unless it be making 
supplies for state institutions, and pro­ 
vides that the convicts 
may be de­ 
livered in gangs of twenty to counties 
for work on the highways.

in a bill prohibiting the insuring of 
lives of persons under 17 and over 65 
years of age.

the currency, in order to alleviate the 
situation as much as possible, permit­ 
ted a number of banks that were shaky 
to continue in business, believing that 
they could stand the strain at the 
time and eventually gain satisfactory 
strength. 
Some of these concerns did

Ad Edgerton Man Meets a Tragic 


Death Last Night. 


G O S S IP FOR 
JA N E S V IL L E FO LK 


WAS FOUND KKEELING IN TH E 


SNOW DEAD. 


W hisky W as the Cause, He Having 


Become Bewildered W hile Intoxi­ 


cated, aud Sunk Into a Fatal Slum­ 


ber—Young Man W ho W as Re­ 


turning From a Dance Finds His 


Rigid Remains—Sick Wife and Four 


Children Survive. 


Kneeling beside the road, w ith his 
head clutched tightly between 
his 
hands, Charles Fintke, an industrious 
German, aged forty years, was found 
tw enty rods from his home in Edger­ 
ton a t lour o’clock 
this morning, 
dead. 
Whisky had 60 befogged his brain 
th a t he knew not w hat be was about 
and he had frozen to death io the 
position in which he had crouched 
dowc. probably some hours before. 
Finske was the only support of 
a sick wife and a family o f children 
and to them his tragic death is a 
severe blow. 
The Edgerton 
firemen gave their 
annual dance last evening and a tto u r 
o’clock this morning, Fred Sherman 
of Newville, who had been at the 
party, started tor home on toot. 
He 
was walking briskly along, when he 
saw w hat looked like a man, crouched 
down in the road, 
Found Finske Frozen. 
W alking up to the object, he found 
th at his 
conclusion 
was 
correct 
Finske had evidently kneeled down, 
and held his hands to his heads, pre­ 
sumably to keep his ears warm, and 
had frozen while in th a t position 
The authorities were notified, and the 
body was taken care of. 
The man 
had evidently been dead fo r some 
hours, as the body was frosen stiff. 
Finske had been down town during 
the evening, and had been drinking 
heavily. He started home while under 
the influence of liquor, and probably 
became so confused th a t he did not 
know where he was or w hat he was 
doing. 
Bis home was but a few rods 
from the place where he was found, 
b at he had evidently fallen into a 
fatal sleep while vainly seeking to find 
it in the darkness. 
Was a Well Known Resident. 
Finske was a well known resident of 
Edgerton, having made th a t city his 
home tor tw enty years. 
He resided in 
the Third ward, and had served one 
term in the Board of Supervisors from 
th a t w ard.

IN TER ESTIN G CHAPTER IN MRS. 
OSBORNE’S LIFE. 


She and Her Sister W ere the Only 
Survivors Of a Party Of Thirteei 
Young Ladies Who 
Took Part 
In the Great Frenchman's Recep. 
tion In I824. 


Mrs. Pheobe A. Osborne, formerly 
of Fulton, who died at Chicago a few 
dayc ago, was one of the tv o only 
survivors of a company of thirteen 
young girls, who took p ait in the re­ 
ception of Gen. LaFayette in the sum­ 
mer of 1824, in the village of Madison 
N. J., then known as “ Battle Hill." 
Gen. LaFayette had been visiting the 
headquarters of Gen. W ashibgton, at 
Morristown, and on his return the 
people of the village tendered him a 
reception at the old tavern kept by 
Col. S. 
D. 
Hunting. Col. Brittain, 
long since dead, acted as Marshal. 
When the General arrived a t Battle 
Bill, with his suit, escorted by Col. 
B ritlian and staff, 
he was received 
by 
these 
young 
girls 
with 
the Misses P . A. Sayre (Osborne) and 
Elmira Crane, as leaders, the eldest of 
the number. 
They were all dressed in 
w hite,their dresses trimmed tastefully 
with flowers and ev.rgreens, and were 
introduced to the general by their 
teacher, J. T. Durthick, a name very 
prominent in educational interests in 
th at part of Morris county. 
After the 
introduction they recite! an ode, in 
conce t, w ritten by their teacher. 
Af­ 
ter tho xecitation, the leaders gave an 
entoiled copy of 
the ode to the gen­ 
eral. 
He acknowledged the courtesy 
of the girls in a pleasant way, shaking 
hands with each of them.

Mrs. Osborne was born in Madison, 
Morris county, N. J., March 14, 1812.

ber family to Wisconsin, and resided 
od the farm now owned by Mrs. E. F. 
Sayre. 
As her children grew up she 
saw the need of better schools for
